PETTY OH 


The trump problem and the cheapest 


ind best way to handle our petty crim- 
nals is a question that has been dis- 
cussed 11 great deal of late, especially 
since Fresno was compelled lo feed a 
thousand hungry men. The m-ar »p- 
)roach of winter, together with the cer- 
xiinty that no work is to be had, is a 
sure crime producer and causes our 
linking men to wonder bow Fresno 
county will provide for her unemployed 


.1 punish the vagrant, dishonest and 


petty offender at tho least possible ex- 
pense. 


The task ol separating the honest and 


distressed working man from the vagrant 
class is no easy one for the charitable, 
and this fact aids the vagrant in spong- 
ing his living, thus bringing distrust 
upon the working inan who is forced by 
ill luck to seek charity. 


Tho other day in one of the justices' 


courts a batch of petty lareonists, vag- 
rante, drunks, etc., were up for sontcuco 
and it waa noticeable that they received 
their sentences of 30, 60 and 100 days 
with apparent indifference. After the 
Court disposed of the business lie was 
asked the question, "Does a jail sen- 
tence do the ordinary criminal any 
good, or does the punishment deter him 
from committing like crimes in the 
future?" His answer was as follows: 


"No; on tho contrary, tho ordinary 


criminals who come before me charged 
with petty crimes are not afraid of jail 
sentences, and many of the offenders arc 
no sooner out of jail upon one charge 
than they go back on another. 
They 


really seem to prefer being housed and 
fed without work, even though it is in 
jail, to lionest labor and an honest liv- 
ing gained by it. There are now in jail 
)0'J prisoners, four-fifths of whom are ii 
for petty offences." 


This statement shows that our erimi 


nal courts are not effective in suppress- 
ing or punishing crime, and some way 
must be devised to help them. For the 
remedy of this state of affairs we 
look to the supervisors. 


The reason that a tramp or viigranl 


dues nut fuar a jail t-enlence is becau 
he knows that he will be housed a 
fed, and if his clothes wear out while in 
jail the county will buy him new ones 
A simple remedy for this class of crim- 
inals would he to make the jail so ob- 
noxious to them that they will not visii 
Fresno when on their annual tours. 


AtMillcrton in tins county is a jail 


well constructed and better titled for the 
keeping of prisoners than the structure 
nuw in use. Near there are large moun- 
tains of granite rock. Would it not IK 
a good plan for the board of supervisor 
to repair the jail at MHlertou and scm 
those convicted of petty offences there 
and employ them in breaking rock into 
a size suitable for road repairing?
